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The following information characterizing Mark Lane 
is drawn from New Jrleans file review: 


' white male, born February 24 1927 in 
Bronx, New Yoek, has been identified since 1948 as a member 


and supporter of many organizations affiliated with the 
Communist Party, USA. Such organizations have included the 
National Lawyers,Cuild, the Students for a Democratic Society, 
the American Indian Movement and the Black Panther Party. His 
interest in the assassination of President John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy allied him to the probe conducted by New Orleans District 
Attorney (DA) James Garrison, and led to his" publishing a book 
entitled "Rush To Judgement." More recently, news accounts 
identified Lane as being affiliated with the cult of Jim Jones 
in Guyana, as well as defending Iranian students threatened with 
deportation. In addition, he was investigated in 1963 by the 

DA for Queens County, New York City, for sodomy, being accused 
of perverted sex acts of a sadistic and masochistic in nature. 
In that regard, when one of two female complainants later 


testified, she recanted her previous allegations, stating that she 
had lied.

The National Lawyers Guild was formed in 1936.: It was 
cited as a communist front by the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
U. S. House of Representatives, in house report 3123 on the National 
Lawyers Guild dated September 21, 1950. At the 1971 National Lawyers 
Guild Convention a resolution was introduced that the National Lawyers 
Guild direct its actions and programs. towards inmate groups, 
prison organizing groups, jail house lawyers, and military projects 
attacking military stockade conditions. At a June 1972 Natinnal 
Lawyers Guild conference, it was stated in a position paper that 
“prisoners are the revolutionary vanguard of our struggle.” When 
prisoners come out they will lead us in the streets because they 
have experienced the most blatant opprestion that this system can 
produce." A paper presented at the 1973 National Lawyers Guild 
convention concluded that the prison movement is an important aspect 
of the revolutionary struggle"Amerika" and that legal people, 
because they have free access to prisons, are important to the 
prisonemovement. It was noted that "...by building organizations 
of revolutionary people... we can move forward to make a victorious 
revolution in this country." As of May 1973, the Communist Party 
U.S.A. no longer had any influence on the National Lawyers Guild 
or its activities. ] $ 


The Angola Four Defense Committee was organized in the 
Spring of 1973 by New Orleans Marxist-Leninist Activists around 
the issue of the alleged oppression of the four inmates of Angola 
State Penitentiary who were indicted for the murder of a prison 
guard. In September 1973, the group changed its name to Committee 
for Freedom of the Angola Four, to eliminate the word "defense." PE 
The group was originally started by the local Young Workers Liberation 


League Chapter. 


The Young Workers Liberation League, the youth group of 
the Communist Party U.S.A., was. formed in February 1970. It has 
established chapters throughout the United States for the purposes 
of educating youth in Marxist-Leninist doctrine and recruiting them 
into the Community Party U.S.A.
